I  tlimik  you  fur  tlie  kindly  refereiiee?*  to  ihi-  professiiin  I 
Imve  the  Imiior  to  reprcneiit-  thoiii,di  om;  of  His  .M;iie,<ty\-i  Jus- 
tices, I  8til]  idaini  to  ho  a  lawyer.  I  admit  there  iniixht  lit'  liifH- 
ellUy  in  persiiadinj;  my  jiidicdal  bretliren.  and  slill  more  .-(onie 
of  the  inemlierM  of  the  har.  of  the  jiistiU'Sfi  of  this  elaim ;  ^lUt 
then,  you  know,  lawyers  dilVer — like  doctors  (Iniigliter), 

At  «  meeting  of  luiollier  medical  smdety  sonic  few  inontlis 
n<in,  in  a  little  jMress.  [  ventured  lo  dinw  n  eomparisun  hciwcen 
till'  two  profisM riTia  somewhat  in  the  followlnir  manner. 

The  two  professions  have  the  i»iime  ohject  in  view,  the 
good  of  tlie  pnhlic.  That  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  cast 
upon  thoni  the  mcii>*>crs  of  the  profe:i:*ions  also  Ixuietit  them- 
selves is'  wholly  ]ir(fper  and  rijrht.  It  is  part  of  the  eternal 
fitness  of  tli'iijxs  that  one  doinj;  f:ood  to  another  incidentally  does 
jiood  to  him!»elf.  It  is  cast  up  as  a  reproach  aomctimes  that 
lawyers  piactise  for  money.  No  one  has  yet  disputed  the 
maxim,  "  The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire."  a*' '  the  meinhers 
of  these  two  learned  j^rofcssions  do  not  stand  i.iunc.  Does  the 
merchant  keep  open  his  shop  simply  for  the  advantage  of  others?

that  very  ailver  jiound  before  the  lioat  loft  llio  dock.  If,  falae 
to  hia  blood,  ho  did  oin  .  tbia  triHing  formality,  he  waa  different

We  have  our  little  flings  at  each  oilier— the  lawyer 
talks  of  the  doctor's  failures  lying  aix  feet  below  the  ground; 
the  doctor  counters  by  a  rcfcreuee  to  the  lawyer's,  sii  feet 
above.  When  the  doctor  laughs  at  the  lawyer  pumping  up 
tears  lieforo  a  jury  and  ..barging  »100  a  day  for  doing  it— the 
lawyer  retorts,  "  A  trial  ia  a  major  operation  (laughter)  ;   how

The  lawyer  aUo  playa  a  Raiws  hit  antafiuniat  ii  fallible  aa 
hiiuielt,  bia  Bonieliniea  may  fail  to  exaet  all  the  pinalty  tii 
which  he  i>  entitled,  and  ihonbl  know  no  more  ili'in  hii  op|poneiit 
of  the  rule*  of  the  |;anie.

And  a  eane,  long  and  goM-'.eaded— and  with  n  hollow 
handle  for  arrying  disinfeotanls— not  stinking  carbolic  acid  or 
iodoform,  out  rosemary  of  sweet  scent  an.!  pungent  camphor? 
lias  not  tl.e  College  of  I'bysiciaiis  in  I.nudon  even  vot  the  iden- 
tical gold  eanc  carried  sueeesaivelv  ov  RoileliHe,  Mead  Askew 
Piteairn,  Baillic  I 

Now.  could  anything  attract  to  the  Joclor  tu^,^  ..itention 
than  such  a  garb,  especially  if  he  rode  in  a  gilt  carriage  with  two 
rnnuing  footmen!  (laughter).

Tliiit  irii-identatty  kept 
them  posteil  on  the  fea^tH  of  tlu?  ('liiireh  ( tan^liter  and  ap- 
plauee).  With  a  nick  man,  xick  of  i-nyttiin^,  from  fatting  tiiek- 
nes*  to  Ic  mat  th'  SapleM.  tileedi  ;  v  the  Kntt  and,  ala»,  often 
the  laiit  "  intention.*' 

Did  dot  Or.  Lettsom,  who  wan  'he  president  of  the  IMillo- 
aopkieal  8iM-iety  of  Jxmdoii,  ami  whime  praetlee  Itronght  him  in 
£10,000  to  £12'',000  per  annnm— lie  tlvid  toward  the  en<l  of  tbu 
18th  and  the  beginning  of  (he  lOrli  eeutnry— hlniself  way:

Did 
the  niodiTii  »cli.«d  of  pliy«iiiai'  lint  know  ita  man.v  virtuw  it 
would  lie  found  in  evcrv  driiB  ',  not  to  mention' uxi  depart- 
ment atiiros,  ..aton"ii  ami  .Simp.  .  One  would  natnrallv  think 
that  nn.yone  w.uild  know  lliut  si  .,  an  e.<«.ntinlly  nasty  mixture 
must  lie  good  for  most  tliinjjg,  lint  since  the  spread  of  Hahne- 
mann's infinitesimals,  pliysioian,*  seem  to  have  lost  the  sense  of 
the  healing  value  of  sheer  naiiseniianeM  (laiichter  and  ap- 
plause). 

And  then  drink!  Why,  ymi  make  men,  grown  men,  drink 
water!  You  know  what  Sir  Henry  Ifaiile  said  about  water. 
A  tipstaff  approaehed  him  whin  a  .jury  wore  out  considering 
their  venlict,  and  said,  "  Your  Lordship,  the  jury  would  like 
a  drink  of  water."  The  learned  jinlgc  glared  at  him  and  said, 
"  Y'on  have  been  sworn  to  keep  the  jury  from  meat  and  drink 
until  they  agree.  Water  is  not  meat;  I  don't  eall  it  drink: 
yon  may  give  them  a  pailful  "  ( laughter).  Now  the  physicians 
of  the  olden  time  know  belter— they  gave  gallons  of  sack  and 
other  wines.  When  they  had  a  wounded  patient  they  took 
aristoloehia,  geranium,  galingal  and  other  herbs,  mummy  and 


certain  other  driigi,  and  steeped  them  in  wine  (and  lots  of  it), 
and  gave  that  to  the  wounded  man  in  buclietfulB.  Why,  yon 
don't  even  use  mummv II  (langhter  and  applause). 

You  seem,  alo,  to  have  lost  all  sense  of  the  great  value  of 
amulets  and  charms.  Now,  everyone  knows  that  a  live  snail 
sewn  up  in  a  bag  and  worn  round  the  neck  i»  an  excellent  anti- 
dote for  iigne ;  the  ordinary  man  on  the  street  knows  that  a  horse- 
chestnut  in  the  left-hand  tron.wTs  pocket  will  keep  away  vhen. 
matism  (laughter).  Passing  a  child  with  the  whooping  coiigl. 
under  a  donkcv  will  generally  cure;  but  if  yon  want  sonietlunp 
absolntelv  certain,  put  »  hairy  worm  or  caterpillar  into  a  flannel 
cover  and  that  around  the  chil.l's  neck,  and  as  the  creature 
wastes  away  and  dies,  the  whooping  will  depart.  And  snrely 
that  stands  to  reason  I  For  is  it  not  something  like  a  b-irv 
caterpillar  which  must  !«■  the  cause  of  the  tickling  cough,  and 
is  it  not  certain  that  what  hurts  will  also  cure  I  Is  there  not 
a  whole  svstem  of  medicine  erected  upon  the  principle,  .V.mKw 
nmilihus'curanlurf  and  do  we  not  all  (excepting,  of  course,  th. 
President  of  the  University  and  the  Venerable  the  Arcbdeaeon) 
in  the  morning  after  the  night  Iwforc  take  a  hair  of  the  dog 
that  bit  us?     (Shouts  of  laughtsr.)  .  ■■      j  ,. 

At  the  last  dinner  of  medical  men  that  1  was  privileged  to 
attend,  a  magielrate  was  liemoaning  the  passing  away  of  the 
old  family  phvsician.  who  came  in  and  looked  at  your  tongue, 
felt  yonr  "pulse,  shook  his  head,  and  then  went  out  to  the  dining- 
room  and  took  a  drink  with  your  futher  (laughter).  I  wa. 
foolish  enough  to  rise  and  say,  "  Thank  God  for  the  disappear- 
ance of  the  greatest  fraud  in  the  world.  Thousands  of  skele- 
tons of  young  children  are  lying  in  the  cemeteries  which  should 
be  the  frame  of  stalwart  men  and  hnmlsome  women  biit 
for  the  ignorance  and  carelcness  of  the  ninch-lauded  old 
family  physician,  too  lazy  to  keep  up  with  the  advance  of  his 
K-ienc'e,  aid  too  dishonest  and  greedy  of  gain  to  give  way  to 
those  trained,  or  at  least  skilled  in  modern  methods      («p-
